THE FOKEST. 

It is indeed a mighty forest. The pines 
are of vast magnitude. I measured one at 

si.\ fec't from ihe ground ; it was 27 feel in 
circumference. I saw tinolher 13 feel in 
diameter. The height is wonderful— from 
180 to 300 feet. I measured one lying down 
which %va's two feet in diameter 200 feet from 
its base, being 260 feet in all. I heard of 
others 400 feel, and can readily believe il. 
Every wind brings down many trees. The 
fall of a tree is like the report ol a cannon. 
There are huge trees in all stages of decay, 
,iome standing erect, without a leaf and with- 
out bark ; others on the ground. 1 have 
stepped upon what seemed the firm trunk of 
a large tree, and my foot sunk in, and split 
open the soft body ahno.st as pulp. One 
trunk lay its long length of some 100 teet, 
with a diameter of five, entirely rotten, but 
complete in shape, and a low of young trees 
growing fiorn the old one— not ."hoots, but 
new trees. The wholeaoil for a considerable 
depth is vegetable- subslanue, very rich : 
thus coniiiiually renewed, and sending furih 
with rapid growth- B vigorous supply ol 
young trees. 

The forest is the settler's enemy. He 
tries to gel rid of it in every way. In the 
autumn fires are lighted round and inside 
the trees, and they will burn for days, and 
then come down with a crash. The fall of 
a tiue is a line sight— 1 may say impressive. 

VKI.l.I.NO lUA.NTS. 

Two men will take a day for some of Ihe 
largest.' -Thoy use their axes with great 
precision. 'Every stroke tell.«, and they can 
lay the tree in any direction lliey please. 
They cut behind and before: the side on 
.which the Iree is to fall has Ihe lower cut. 
When, the time come.-s, there is a cnici— 
then a quivering of the mighty thing to its 
toplno'sftivlg, which is up in the clouds ul- 
.iiiosi — then slowly and reluctantly it moves 
over ; eraf;k, cracit — on, on — and Aown terri- 
bly on the earlh, and o;,nii'«. in seltliiiL', it 
stiikes and beils itself, and the hranehes 
stand up like arms, and .shake coiivulsividy 
as in the agonies of death: ami then the 
gian'f is' still, and Ihe vacaiil sky is .si un 
tiiniuiih where for ages he has proudly slop- 
ped the liiiht and warmth of heaven's orb 
frmn the earlh benealli.

An ineidciil of Uee-felling will please 
you. At iNew Westmin.ster, I visited the 
,sile of the church we are about to build. Il 
'.was still occupied by these ancient Kianls ; 
lint li've stiudy men were at woik. I sloml 
and w-ali-hed. They were felling the trees 
ph the church site. I witnessed the lall ol 
two. Two or llirci! days' labor cleared Ihe 
site. It is a most expensive work, and labor 
costs much ; the skilled a.\eina:i will make 
his £1 a day. 

I'here was slandim.' by these five men the 
zeal. ills pastor of iNcw Wcstininsler, Ihe 
Uev. ,1. Sheciishanks, whose siippoi 1 i-; de- 
rived from our Columbia Mission Eiind, 
These five men were gold, miners. Two 
days after they were going up t'j the mines. 
That labor of theirs was-a free-will ollering, 
as their cnntribiition lo the clilltch. They 
said they had not any money, as they had a 
long journey to the mines, and were .Mim- 
pollod to iiave their boat and lay m a stock 
of six monlhs', provisions; but they would 
give a few days' labbr^and good as gold it 
was, and better. Those five men had lived 
in a but haul by all winter. Mr. Sheep- 
shanks had early visile. I them, and won 
them. Thoy had never missed one service 
the whole winters they, had all oblained 
i'niyei -books,— had'roquosted him to furnish 
Iheni with Teslameuls,- and thoy lold mo 
ihev bojied lo I'ome back after the mining 
season, and wilder again at New Westmin- 
ster. 

Il was ilelighlful to see these longli men 
giving their confidence to Ihoir Clorgymoii, 
and making a sacrilioe ohoorfully, under his 
toaehing, for tho glory of God.

XilnkB in the Oovernment Chaio. 

We adverted briefly yesterday to the job- 
bery done under the present administration 
renew again some other linlcs in the 
chain; and when" a few more linlts are 
brought to public gaze, so far as moral in- 
fluence is concerned, the so-called govern- 
ment party will .be likely to reach the end 
of their chain, and possibly hang them- 
selves, as a monument of political and 
moral wortlilesstiess unsurpassed. The 
Cnry-Nias case has developed a phase of 
morality unexpected in the young in years; 
and proves that even the young in years 
may be old in— in moral deformity. What- 
ever interpretation may be placed on the 
connection between Gary and Nias — wheth- 
er legally no partnership can be proven — 
whether documentary evidence makes 
Cary only a mortgagor, the moral verdict of 
the community will ever remain on the side 
of Nias. There are cases where the legal 
verdict may acquit, and the moral convict. 
This, in some of its phases, is one of these 
oases; and were it not associated with the 
government, might be laid aside with a 
passin!; notice. But the intimate associa- 
tion of the plaiintift in this case with the 
head of the government, brings it within 
the province of public invesligaiion. A few 
days ago the Speaker of the Assembly al- 
leged that Mr. Gary's sanction to a measure 
was the sanction of the Executive. He, 
then, stands forth as llio miiiisier, the pre- 
mier, the ostensible dispenser of patronage, 
consequently the mere agent of Gov. Doug- 
las, or else the latter is the tool of the for- 
mer. If Mr. Cary consented to pay an ex- 
Ira price for public printing," it inclndeid the 
consent of Gov. Douglas to pay an extra 
price. If Mr. Cary got the printing patron- 
age for the GoceMe at 1^ loss to the country, 
then Gov. Douglas, either as nominal or ac- 
tual head of the government, consented to 
the loss. If thus linked to;;dtlier as 
principal and subordinate, both may bo 
charged with misapplying public fiiiKls, ami 
both are liable to be called to account fur the 
misapplication. And if both were thus 
working together, a quasi parliiersliip may 
be presumed. If such re.isniiiii!,' he correct, 
the absence of the Governor was opportune 
indeed to escape other perplexing complica- 
tions— complications turned inside out, and 
the whole fully examined by the Chief Jus- 
tice, to the discomfiture, if "not reproach, of 
His Exoellenoy's minister. Although es- 
eaping the uninviting face of the Judge's 
decision, still it is impossible for the Execu- 
tive' to escape being charged with an alli- 
ance to support the Gaxette} and that being 
at a public loss, it niacessarily follows that 
he is responsible. 

It remains to be seen who is iIh; LTcaU'st 
sinnei. If public funds have been misap- 
plied through the represeiitaliuns of Mr. 
Cary, then he should be as foniially doiiosed 
as he was arbitrarily inaii;L;iirated in the 
oflice of minister. Ferploxing complica- 
tions, as a Jinale to a writ of ne txtat, com- 
bined with an extravagant disbursement of 
the revenue to support a mercenary press, 
are not the wisest means to raise the Exe- 
cutive in public estimation, particularly if 
the alliance is perpetuated. If, on the other 
hand, one is as deep in the mud as the other 
is la the mire, we see no hope except to lay 
the axe to the root of the tree, that the 
branches m ay tail with iliu inink .

The Working of Quarts and Silver 

Leads. 

An erroneous impression having grown 
up in the minds of m any, in regard to the 
ules of regulation laid down by Governor 
Douulas in his several proclamations rela- 
tive to the working of quartz ai:d silver 
leads, we append an extract from a procla- 
mation dated the seventh day of September, 
1859 : 

"In quartz claims the size, when not 
otherwise established by by-law, shall be 
100 feet in length, measured along the vein 
or seam, with all its spurs, dips and angles, 
anywhere on or below the surface included 
between the two extremities of such length 
of one hundred feet. All measurements of 
area are to be made on the surface of the 
earth, neglecting inequalities. Every claim 
is to have a dislinguishing number marked 
on its boundary pegs. The claims must be 
registered with the Gold Commissioner of 
the districts in which they are situated. Ap- 
plications for leiises for a term not longer 
than ten years, and fur not more than half a 
mile in length of unworked quartz, or a mil^ 
and a half in length of quartz that shall have 
been attempted and abandoned by indivi- 
dual claim workers, must be made to the 
Gold Commissioner." 

The proclamations issued in 1858 are an- 
nulled, and this, wo believe, is the only law 
now in force regulating.the working of quartz 
veins or silver leads. 

TitE " JOH.NS" llKnEI, A(iAINST THE StEAM- 

siiii* CoMi'ANV. — The John Chinamen in our 
mitl-st, who are desirous of leaving for Cali- 
fornia, on Wednesday broke out in open 
rebellion against the prices charged by the 
Brother Jonathan for the downward trip. 
The Celestials, numbering nearly 200, went 
to Esquimau early in the morning of that 
day, with all their baggage and food, and 
attempted to make an arrangmcnt with the 
agent of the steamer to take them to Snn 
Francisco for SIS per head. The agent de- 
clined, and demanded $20. The Johns 
waxed indignant, and stormed and raved 
about the injustice of the demand, in ti.eir 
own beautiful language, execrable Chinook, 
and very bad English. The agent was in- 
exorable, however, ami, although he could 
not turn a deaf ear to tlic discordant sounds, 
positively reluse.l to lake them at any reduc- 
tion. Soon the steamer arrived from the 
Sound, took on her while passengers, and 
prepared to leave. Negotiations still went 
on with the agent, but no arrangement could 
be perfected. The steamer blew her whis- 
tle, the lines were cast off, and she withdrew 
a short distance into the harbor, like a 
decoy duck, to "rope" the Chinamen on 
board. Tho Johns still refused, and ihe 
steamer started. When about half-way out 
of the harbor, however, the agent on shore 
signalized her hack, as llie t'hiiianieii had 
finally consented lo pay the sum demaritled. 
Afier the loss of half an hour, the steamer 
was again brought alongside ilie w lmrf, ri'ady 
lo receive her living freight. A fresh dis 
(Mi-isioii hiid commt'iiced among the Celes- 
tials, however, and linally they seized their 
bamboo slicks, shouldered their "goods. " 
and trudged back to Victoria, leaving the 
steamboat men to pour forth left-handed 
blMsings upon their heads for the unprofit- 
able delay. The Chinamen talked the mat- 
ter over in their usual quiet manner, and 
yesterday declared they won hi charier a sail- 
ing vessel, rather than pay the extra £5.

Debasing Qold Coin. 

According to some of our Eastern contem- 
poraries, an almost incredibly large propor- 
• ian of the gold coin in circulation in the 
Atlantic Slates is spiirii is. The A'. Y.Jonr- 
'iial of Commerce, a few n-onihs ago, called 
particular atten.'ou to the subject, since 
which, according to that journal, careful ex- 
amination has revealed the fact that an im- 
mense amount of the gold coin, even of the 
hanks, has been deba.scd by the depredations 
of swindlers. According to the authority 
mentioned, the most dangerous of the frauds 
discovered consists in taking from either 
side of the coin a thin shell, pieseiviim the 
impression made by thedies, soldering these 
to a plate Of planchet of platina of the same 
size, reiiiilling the edge, and covering_ all 
imperfections by a thin magnetic gilding. 
As the platina is slightly heavier than the 
gold, and but little space i.s oecnpiud by the 
solder, the piece, when hnislied, is id the 
same size and weight as the genuine, and i3 
well calculated to deceive any but the most 
careful e.vperts. From the eagle, by this 
method, about So (iO of the ,i;old is w.lh- 
drawn, at a cost lo the din-ra'or of about 
SI 30, and it is calculated that an ingenious 
workman could proiluce about 'J50 of these 
pieces per day. 

Some time since, a commission was ap- 
pointed by the Govornnieat to look into 
frauds of this kind, and to .suggest, if pos- 
sible, a remedy. One of the plans suggested 
was the substitiitidii for the present tint coin, 
of a piece with concave sides, very thin in 
the centre, and thick near the edges. Tho 
very prcjpnsitinn, says tho Journal, shows 
that the comniissioucrs underrate the iii- 
gonuity of the rogues against whoso depre- 
dations they would gujifd. Tho cn;;lo ami 
half (!!i.i;!o ''onld not well he made so thin 
that thin- could ind lie roadily split by a nice 
iidjnstniont of inaeliincry. 15ut if this cuiihl 
bo done, it would not ciicunivent the upcra- 
tors, who have a luethoil of placing a piece 
in a latlie, turning on the centre, by )Wbi«!' 
the jiiccc is sop.inited by'£libV8aw*'nf '-'fo^ as 
desirable, so that the incl^eased thickness of 
the cd-cs would liur, facilitate the fraud. 
\'arioiis other ilcvi(;i's have been iiiveiucd, 
and e.'tporimentod upon, but none with aile- 
(piafo success. Perhnps the best ]n-eveiitive 
of such frauds would he, when the rogues 
were caught, the free adininistratioii id" 
licnip.
